WASHINGTON. 
Jan . 2 0 - S e n a ­ 
tor William E. Borah— the man who 
rode a,one—died last night. 
The 74-year-old Idaho statesm an, 
known in the senate as an 
isola­ 
tionist in personal as well as in­ 
ternational affairs, slipped away in 
sleep at 8:45 p. rn. 
Nearby was his wife, Mary, who 
was known as “Little Borah. ’ She 
had kept a constant vigil over her 
husband since last Tuesday. It was 
then that the Idahoan fell in his 
apartm ent bathroom and a cerebral 
hemorrhage blotted out his 
con­ 
sciousness. 
Led Historic Rattles 
Leader of historic battles against 
American 
participation 
in 
the 
League of Nations and the World 
Court. Borah, “the great opposition­ 
ist," was mourned by high official­ 
dom and many a common man. 
President 
Roosevelt, 
whose for­ 
eign policies olte nbrought Borah's 
ringing denunciation in the senate, 
declared that “We shall miss him 
and mourn him ana long rem em ­ 
ber the superb courage which was 
his." 
B orah’s colleagues 
sadly 
spoke 
their words cf praise, and 
there 
was none who dia not refer to him 
as a friend. 
The senate went about the final 
task of funeral arrSm am ents. 
A 
state funeral in the chamber where 
Borah sat for 33 years was ten ta­ 
tively 
scheduled 
for Sunday 
or 
Monday. 
The 
President 
and 
his 
cabinet, the supreme court and the 
diplomatic corps were to be invited. 
Called In Vain 
B orah’s death had been 
a ques­ 
tion or time since 
his fall. 
Then, 
Mrs 
Borah wondered why he was 
late 
for 
breakfast, 
finally 
called 
him in vain and discovered his un­ 
conscious form. 
His head was crushed, and for 
some 
time 
physicians feared 
his 
tack was broken. Senator Vanden­ 
berg 
(R -M ich), 
who cried 
un­ 
ashamedly, said: “He never had a 
chance.” 
Eorah never regained 
suffciient 
consciousness to explain what had 
happened. Medical authorities said 
it was impassible to ascertain whe­ 
ther he suffered a stroke and fell 
or whether the brain hemorrhage 
resulted from the fall. 
The Idaho veteran, whose senate 
speeches always drew crowded gal­ 
leries and a large attendance of his 
colleagues, 
died 
peacefully 
and 
w fhout pain Miss Cora Rubin, his 
secretary (or 
nore than 30 years, 
said death came over Borah like a 
deep slumber. 
Borah was known among his col­ 
leagues es an isolationist on ques­ 
tions of foreign policy. But he con­ 
stantly 
reiterated 
that his views 
sprang from a basic desire to keep 
this country out of war.
